LONDON, Feb. 10.—The Times naval

Secretary of State Lansing’s sugges- 


tien that the belligerent countries sub- 
scribé to.a declaration of principles gov- 
erning attacks on merchantmen, 
forbidding the arming of such vessels, 
Says. 

“The acceptance of Secretary of State 
Lansing’s proposal would be suicidal. 
lVirst, because it would hamper and in- 


jure us out of all proportion to our ene- 


mies, and, secondly, because no faith 
can be placed in German promises. The 
effect of an acceptance of Mr. Lansing’s 
formula would be the virtual disarm- 
ament of merchant ships. 

“The formula is expressed by Mr. Lan- 
sing under five headings, of which the 
first, second and fourth are correct 
énough, and could be accepted, while the 
fifth is meaningless in practice, as it 
affirms that ‘only if it is impossible to 
supply a prize crew or to convoy a 
merchant ship is sinking justified, and 
in that case passengers and crew must 
be removed to a place of safety.’ 

“But it is always impossible for a sub- 
marine to supply a prize crew, and thus 
she would always be justified in de- 
stroying prizes. We take our stand 
firmly on the necessity of taking such 
steps before a prize court. If the Ger- 
mans cannot do this, they have no real 
complajnt, for the established princi- 
ples of international law are perfectly 
Clear, although the enemy has chosen 
deliberately to disregard them. 

“The third clause, however—that a bel- 
ligerent owned merchant ship should 
promptly obey an order to stop—has no 
justification. That a neutral ship should 
stop if it is ordered to do so is an ac- 
cepted principal, but no twisting of 
Precedents can warrant the assertion 
that one of our merchant ships must do 
8%. She is liable to be fired on if she 
does not, but she has a perfect right 
to try to escape. 

“Merchant ships have been armed 
from time immemorial and their right 
to resist capture had never been dis- 
puted until the Germans began to make 
their numerous efforts to undermine 
Our Power at sea. It is inconceivable 
that the British Government should 
Make any concessions in this  direc- 
tion,

CUNLIFF ASKS FOR $75,000 
“GYM” IN FAIRGROUND PARK 


At- 
All 


Commissioner Says Location Is 
cessible by Car Lines From 
Parts of the City. 

A gymnasium at Fairground Park, to 
eost $75,000, is included in‘a list of public: 
recreation and park improvement pro- 
posals which Park Commissioner Cunliff 
submitted this afternoon to the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment. 

Cunliff said, in explaining the plan 
today, that a large gymnasium at Fair- 
ground would serve the entire city, as 
the park is accessible by car lines from 
every direction. Parks used as athletic 
fields in New York and Chicago have 
gymnasiums, he said. He said 8000 men 
used the recreation fields, and that with 
gymnasium facilities this number would 
reach about 30,000. 

Other matters for which Cunliff desires 
funds are new park benches, portable 
bleachers for use at different athletic 
fields, repairing of park drives, a $25,000 
appropriation for a bathhouse and swim- 
ming pool adjoining Buder Memorial 
Square and $6500 for improving Franz 
Memorial Square.

NEW YORK, Feb. 10.—Secretary of 
State Lansing made the following state- 
ment, Feb. 7, in connection with the 
Lusitania case: 

“This Government has not increased 
its demands in the Lusitania case, as 
set forth in the notes of May 13,. June 
9 and July 21. I doubt very much if 
Dr. Zimmermann ever made. such a 
statement, because he must know it is 
utterly false.’’ 

This was in reference to a statement 
attributed to Dr. Alfred Zimmermann, 
Under Secretary for Foreign Affairs, 
in an interview with the Associated 
Press, published Feb. 4, in which he 
said: 

“I do not understand America’s course. 


We had thought the submarine issue] 


settled and the Lusitania question on 
the way to an arrangement—had agreed 
to pay indemnity and all that—when the 
United States suddenly made its new 
demands, which it is impossible for us 
tu accept.”

MADE TO CONTROL

German Surgeon Tells of Opera- 
tion That Will Make In- 
dividual Fingers Respond. 


BERLIN, Feb. 10.—At the convention 
of the German Orthopedic Society, 
which is now in session here, many in- 
ventions. of methods for repairing. the 
wastes of, war have been exhibited or 
discussed. 

Dr. ferdinand Sauerbruch, professor 
of surgery at Zurich University, showed 
the delegates an artificial hand which 
was able to grasp objects of all forms 
and lift weights up to 200 pounds. An 
entirely novel feature of the hand is 
that it and the fingers are controlled 
by muscular action in the upper arm, 
which is prepared for such work by 
two operations. The muscular power 
afterwards is transmitted to the hand 
through a system of wires and pulleys, 
to which all the fingers respond. 

Dr. Karl Ludloff, professor of surgery 
at Breslau University, described a meth- 
od sor uniting severed nerves and re- 
viving the muscular action of nerve- 
ess limts. Dr. Ludloff pointed out that 
the natural tendency of severed ends 
of nerves to reunite is hindered by the 
fact that the cicatrised new flesh be- 
tween them is impervious to growing 
nerve fibers. 

Prof. Ludloff said he restores the 
connection by a piece of an artery of 
an ox filled with gelatiné, through 
which nerves readily .grow, evén. bridg- 
ing gaps of several inches. After sev- 
eral weeks crippled limbs regain their 
motor activity. The professor said that 
many cases already had been success- 
fully treated ‘where’ permanent. lame- 
ness would otherwise have followed. 

Prof. Hoerstmann-. of . Koenigsberg 
University described a method for treat- 
in «joints left stiff after wounds have 
healed. “Through: the use of hot air, 
massuge and mechanical appliances, 
Prof. Hoerstmann said he had -been 
successful. in’ 80 per cent of the cases 
treated by 1 him. 


PRESIDENT RECEIVES MEMBERS

Increase of 46 Per Cent in Member- 
ship Announeed at Annual 
Meeting in Washington, 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 1¢.—An increase 
of 46 per cent in membership during last 
year was announced today at the annua! 
meeting of the National Council] of the 
Boy Scouts of America. The increase 
to 182,622 boys and scout masters made 
the year the most prosperous in the six 

years’ history of the movement. 
Among the significant items of the 
chief scout executive's report were that 
scout troops had been organized in al- 
most every church denomination in the 
country; that 3489 troops met in churches 
and 3886 troops met in school buildings. 
armories and community institutions, 
and the 7067 scout masters included 
clergymen, physicians, lawyers, teach- 
ers and other professional men.

LIGHTING INQUIRY 


Report on Feasibility of City 
Electric Plant to Be Compiled 
From Data in Hand. 


The examination of lighting company 
officiala has been completed in alder- 
manic investigation into the feasibility 
of a municipal lighting plant, according 
to Alderman Barney L. Schwartz, chair- 
man of the special committee, and a 
report will be compiled chiefly from the 
evidence already gathered. 

Alderman Schwartz said it might be 
several months before a report would be 


submitted to the Board of Aldermen, as 

the committee felt it should have the 

evidence in hand analyzed by experts. 
Two Executive Meetings Held. 

The last two meetings of the commit- 
tee have been executive, but it is said 
no poll has been taken to determine 
whether the members are inclined to 
advocate a municipal plant. No expres- 
sion on the subject could be obtained 
from any of the members of the com- 
mittee, Aldermen Schwartz, Hart, Greg- 
ory, Scholl and Otto. 

The investigation was begun last June 
with a visit to Cleveland, Buffalo, De- 
troit and Toronto, where municipal and 
private plants were studied. In October 
the committee began a series of public 
hearings at which officials of the Union 
Blectric, Laclede Gas, United Railways 
and Cupples Station Light and Power 
companies were questioned. 

The committee obtained an admission 
from A. C. Einstein, vice-president and 
general manager of Union Electric, that 
the Keokuk water power contract was a 
burden.-.to the company, and that Keo- 
kuk current cost the company about 


cost to generate current in the Ashley 
street plant of the company. 

In October, 1913, the Post-Dispatch 
published the results of an investiga- 
tion of the Keokuk contract by which 
the North American Co. purchases cur- 
rent at $18 per horsepower from the 
Keokuk dam company, and sells it to 
utility companies in St. Louis, which it 
controls, for approximately $25 per 
horsepower. It was shown in this in- 
vestigation that under the Keokuk con- 
tract the Union Electric pays about 
6.4 mills per kilowatt hour for current 


and that the cost of generation in the 


Ashley street plant is not more than 
45 mills. 

The investigation further disclosed 
that the Mississippi River Power Dis- 
tributing Co., a subsidiary of the 
North American, was making a profit 
of 20 per cent a year on an invest- 
ment of $1,250,000, in a contract for 


99 years with the Keokuk Dam Co. 
The Post-Dispatch also disclosed that 


the new owners of the Laclede Gas 
Light Company. when it was purchased 
in 1908 from the North American, em- 
ployed five engineers to investigate the 
Keokuk contract which had been saddled 
on the Laclede, and when advised that 
it was a burden notified the North Amer- 
ican that the contract would not be ob- 
served. The committee confirmed this 
by questioning C. L. Holman, president 
of the Laclede Company. 

Richard McCulloch, president and 
general manager of the United Rail- 
ways, another North American subsid- 
iary, testified before the committee that 
the United Railways paid 6.4 mills per 
kilowatt hour under its Keokuk contract, 
and about 9 mills under a contract 
with the Union Electric, although part 
of the current supplied by the Union 
Electric was Keokuk current. McCul- 
loch testified that his company paid 
about $230,000 a year more under the 
Keokuk contract than it would cost to 
generate the same amount of current 
in a modern coal generating plant. He 
said the United Railways could save 
more than $500,000 a year if it should 
operate its own generating plant an‘ 
cancel both the Keokuk and Union 
Electric contracts.

CORRESPONDENT TELLS 
HOW THE RUSSIANS LOST 
~ 100,000 MEN IN ONE STAND| 


Germans Used Nearly 4,000,000 Shells in Terrific 
Bombardment of Dunajec Lines Last May . 
40-Mile Gap Was Opened.

PETROGRAD, Jan. 7.—The Russian 
line in Galicia in May ran in a general

Already the Russian armies were be- 
ginning to f:el the shortage in ammuni- 
tion and war material. The reason for 
this lack of munitions, especially shells, 
was not due entirely to incompetence 
and corruption, though undoubtedly 
glaring defects in the Petrograd bu- 
reaucracy played their part, but rather 
to the fact that the Russians as well as 
every other belligerent except Germany 
had underestimated the quantities of 
material modern conditions would make 
necessary. 

The War Office provably »ased their 
reserves in shells ou theif Manchurian 
experiences when this war has shown 
that nearly 10 times those amounts have 
been used. 

Shortage in Munitions. 

This is }. ‘bably due in large part to 
the fact Phat the new Russian field gun 
is a genuine quick firer with a theo- 
retical -pe@d of over 20 shots a minute. 
In the early stages v« the war I knew 
of one battery that fired 525 rounds of 
ammunition per gun in a single day. 

Russia is not a highly developed in- 
dustrial country and even when she 
mobilized such assets as she had she 
could not begin to feed her guns. Shit 
off from the short and convenient rou‘es 
to the outside world, she found that 
even when muiterial ordered could be 
shipped it was a long time before it 
could reach the firing line. 

Early in B’ay she faced the enemy 
lines in Gaicta with the realization of 
this problem just dawning on those in 
authority. 

On the line from the Vistula to the 
Carpathians stood the famous Third 
Russian army commanded by the Bul- 
garian, Radko Demetrief, who had won 
fame in the Balkan campaign as a mil- 
itary commander. In his front line and 
immediate reserve he had five army 
corps, or about 200,000 men, for the 
corps were at that time well filled 
from earlier losses. 

Russian Trenches Mapped. 

The lines runing west of Tarnov and 
before Gorlice had been approximately 
stationary for several months, during 
which time the enemy artillery had been 
practicing at least twice a day with 
the result that on this entire front the 
batteries had the range within a few 
feet of practically every conspicuous ob- 
ject in the landscape, while every turn 
and twist of the Russian trenches had 
been verified and mapped by the en- 
emy aeroplanes and ranges ascertained 
almost to the inch. 

Toward the end of April the Russian 
fliers became aware of the concen- 
tration of troops and material in the 
theater of operations west of Tarnov 
Many persons have askéd me why the 
Russians did not meet it on the same 
scale. The answer is simple. 

Though the Russians have millions of 
men in service and under training, they 
did not have the rifles to put in their 
hands nor the guns and shetis which 
shculé give them support.

Thorne’s Charge of Concealment 
Directly Contradicted by Com- 
merce Commission Examiner. 


PRAISED FOR FRANKNESS/| 


Former California Railroad Com- 
missioner Says Boston Man’s 
Attitude Was Justified. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—James W. 
Carmalt, chief examiner for the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, who ap- 
neared today before the Senate Subco:n- 
mittee which is investigating the fit- 
ness of Louis D. Brandeis for a place 
on the Supreme Court bench, challenged 
the declaration of Clifford Thorne, chair- 
mau ef the Iowa Railroad’ Commission, 
that Brandeis concealed from him the 
attitude he would take in arguing the 
Eastern freight rate case before the 
commission in 1914. 

Thorne, who was associated with 
Brande’s on behalf of the shippers and 
the commission in the rate hearing, said 
yesterday he was “dumfounded” when 
Brandeis, at the outset of his closing 
argument, conceded tne contention of 
the railroads that existing rate returns 
were inadequate for the prosperity of 
the roads, and the best interest of the 
public. 

“There is one incident firmly fixed in 
my mind.” said Carmalt, “regarding a 
eonversation which Mr. Thorne had with 
me on the second day of the argu- 
ment in the rate case. Mr. Thorne, I 
understand, states that when the com- 
mission fixed the allotment of time for 
attorneys to argue the case, he asked 
the privilege of being permitted to fol- 
low coulsel for the shippers instead of 
opening the argument. 

Tolga Thorne Where Brandeis Stood. 

“Mr. Thorne asked me what Mr. 
Brandeis’ position would be in the ar- 
gument. There was no doubt in my 
mind what Mr. Brandeis’ position would 
be. I had discussed it with him, and 
he had told me. There was no dispo- 
sition to conceal it from Mr. Thorne. 
I am confident that I told Mr. Thorne 
that Mr. Brandeis would take.the posi- 
tion that the net operating income of 
the carriegs was not adequate, with spe- 
cial stress on the Central Freight Asso- 
ciation territory. 

“Further, I said he would take the 

position that the methods pursued by 
the carriers to obtain greater revenues 
through a horizontal 5 per cent increase 
was not the proper method of increas- 
ing their revenues. 
' “T am quite glear that it was as the 
result of this conversation that Mr.

“Did Mr. Brandeis discuss the pro- 
priety of his making this concession, 
which was the vital point of the case 
made up by Mr. Thorne?” asked Senator 
Cummins. 

“No, it did not occur to me as being 
improper.” 

Carmalt’s testimony then ended. The 
subcommittee had an argument over the 
conduct of the hearing. )

Thorne argued that it would be very 
costly to the American people to put 
men on the Supreme Court bench with 
preconceived notions as to high returns 
on railroad investments, in view of the 
fact that questions involved in the na- 
tional appraisement of railroads now go- 
ing on ultimately would have to be de- 
termined by that tribunal. 


Thorne’s Summing Up. 
Summing up his case, Thorne declared: 
“T have shown conclusively from the 

records that Mr. Brandeis has commit- 
ted himself to the proposition that a 
return on the capital stock of rail- 
roads of 7% per cent is, to use his own 
words, ‘rather niggardly.’ That is the 
return which the Interstate Commerce 
Commission unanimously determined was 
adequate. Further, the investors of this 
country have decided that a stock yield- 
ing 7% per cent in the market places of 
the country is worth 100 cents on the 
doliar. I have repeatedly challenged 
anyone to name a security which earns 
that amount that does not command par 
or above par. 

“The other proposition which I have 
attempted to show is entirely independ- 
ent of the merits of the rate case, and 
whether Mr. Brandeis was ight or 
wrong in his position as to the adequacy 
of railroad revenue. The other proposi- 
tion related to a matter of professional! 
ethics. I have shown you that Mr. Bran- 
deis was employed by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission with specific in- 
structions not to advocate any particu- 
lar theory as to the disposition of the 
case. He was asked if he were willing 
‘o take the burden of seeing that the 
other side of the case was developed 
and was told that the railroad side 
would be adequately cared for. I have 
tried to show that Mr. Brandeis had ex- 
pressed the greatest of confidence in the 
presentation of the rate case by asso- 
ciate counsel. — 


“I have shown that Mr. Brandeis co- 
operated in a friendly manner during 
the conduct of the case with associate 
counsel, yet, at the crucial time, Mr. 
Brandeis, without warning to other 
counsel, and after all argument had 
been closed on behalf of the public, 
conceded entirely to the railroads. Had 
I known that such was going to be his 
position, had he advised us of hig de- 
cision, steps certainly would have been 
taken for our protection and we wound 
have demanded an opportunity to oe 
heard after Mr. Brandeis had ciosed the 
argument for the public. 


“Coming from Mr. Brandeis, who par- 
ticipated with us in cross-examination 
during the rate case and who was em- 
ployed by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, I consider that his con- 
cession was practically fatal to the 
cause of the public. Our work was 
useless.”’ 


Senator Fletcher, questioning the wit- 
ness regarding instructions to Mr. Bran- 
deis in the letter from the Interstato 
Commerce Commission, relating to his 
employment as counsel in the rate case, 
asked if it were not a fact that Bran- 
deis was engaged to see that ‘‘all sides 
were taken care of,”’ 

Thorne said that there was such a 
proposal in the commission's letter, but 
that later on in the letter it was spe- 
cifically state] that Brandeis should un- 
dertake the burden of the “other side, ’ 
beeause the commission knew that the 
railroads would be adequately repre- 
sented. 

Cross-Examination of Thorne 

On cross-examination Thorne said he 
had no information that Brandeis had 
notified the railroads as to his conclu- 
sion that the revenues were inadequate 
He argued that Brandeis, having 
reached the conclusion he did, should 
have retired from the case, or at least 
from that phase of the case, and no. 
tified associate counsel of his conclu- 
gions.

TELL WHY THEY ARE 
FOR ROAD BONDS 


Declare Taxation Will Have to 
Be Increased 40 Per Cent 
Unless Issue Caries. 


The question of whether St. Louis 
County shall issue $3,000,000 bonds to 
build permanent roads and bridges 
will be decided at the polls next Tues- 
day in a special election. The cam- 
paign is reaching its last stages and 
the advocates of the measure are par- 
in presenting argu- 
ments in its favor. With the elec- 
tion less than a week off the Judges 
of the County Court have issued an 
gpen letter stating why they favor 
the bond issue. 

Emphasis also is being given to the 
fact that two-thirds of the vote cast 
will be necessary to carry the meas- 
ure. For this reason all persons fa- 
voring the bond issue are being urged 
to vote and not to rest on the suppo- 
sition that the proposition “will carry 
anyway.” 

The ballot is a simple one. It con- 
tains two propositions, numbered one 
and two. 

No. 1 reads: For increase of 
county indebtedness in the sum 
of $3,000,000 for road purposes. 

No. 2 reads: Against increase 
of county indebtedness for road 
purposes. 

It is pointed out that persons wish- 
ing to vote for the bonds’. should 
scratch out proposition No. 2, leaving 
No. 1 stand. 

All Judges Sign Statement. 
The statement of the Count: Court 

is signed by all three Judges. These 
are; John Wiehaupt, Presiding Judge: 
William Buermann, Associate Judge, 
First District, and George Phillip Rott, 
Associate Judge, Second District. 

The Judges state that they have found 
the fund raised from regular taxes and 
licenses insufficient to meet the increas- 
ing demands for construction and main- 
tenance of highways. They hold that 
it would be poor economy to continue 
rebuilding and patching macadam roads 
which are incapable of meeting the 
present traffic needs, not to mention 
the future. 

Théy cite the testimony of Dr. Lau- 
rence I. Hewes, senior highway en- 
zineer in the office of Public Roads and 
Rural Engineering at Washington, and 
of County Highway Engineer William 
Elbring, who hold that only permanent 
hard roads built according to a weil- 
worked out system, should be con- 
structed in the future. 

The Judges point out that if the boni 
issue is passed an emergency will be de- 
clared to exist and immediate steps 
will be taken to repair the roads and 
bridges damaged by the Meramec River 
floods of last August and last week. 


Tax Increase Ia Alternative, 
If the bond proposition is not carried, 


the Judges state, it will be necessary 
to increase the county taxation # per 
cent. This will be done by the Board 
of Equalization, of which the County 
Court composes a majority, the methoi 
being to increase the assessed valuation 
of all real estate. Such property at 
present is assessed at only about 40 per 
cent of its real value, but the Board of 
Equalization has authority to raise tn2 
assessment to the full value without 
submitting it.to a vote.

MORGAN & CO. GET 
‘$500,000 WITHOUT 


ADVANCING DOLLAR 


Fees Paid by Interborough for 
Firm’s Readiness to Finance 
Subway Contracts. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 10.—The investiga- 
tion which is being conducted by the 
Thompson Senate Committee into the 


financing of the Interborough Rapid 
Transit Co., is developing interesting 
facts concerning the profits which J. 
P. Morgan & Co. and their associates 
are deriving as the company’s bankers. 
It was shown at yesterday’s hearing 
that the J. P. Morgan & Co. received 
fees of $500,000 without having advanced 
a dollar for holding themselves “ in 
readiness” to aid the Interborough. com- 
pany to finance the contracts for the 
subways which it is building here, and 
also that the firm has $10,000,000 in 
sight as its earnings for its services to 
the company. Following were yester- 
day’s chief developments: 

J. P. Morgan & Co. got $250,000 for 
services “as bankers” in connection 
with the subway negotiations. 

J. P. Morgan & Co,, and their “as- 
sociates” got $250,000 for agreeing to 
have $100,000,000 available if the Inter- 
borough should need it. 

After the contracts were signed, in- 
stead of $100,000,000 at once the Inter- 
borough agreed not to ask for more 
than $30,000,000 a year, and to issue 
bonds only at Morgan's direction. 

Getting the bonds at %% and sell- 
ing, through the syndicate, at the mar- 
ket, the bankers and their associates 
will clear about $5,000,000 

J. P. Morgan & Co., inatead of giv- 
ing the Interborough the cash as the 
bonds were sold, held it subject to 
check, paying only 24% per cent, admit- 
tedly “a low rate of interest.” 

The Interborough keeps a large bal- 
ance with Morgan & Co., and last Sat- 
urday had on deposit more than $60,- 
000,000 drawing 2% per cent while the 
company paid 5 per cent on the bonds 
the cash represented. 

In 1911, for some reason wholly un- 
explained yet, the Interborough paid to 
Edward M. Grout, former Comptroller 
of the City of New York, $17,500. 

Under the terms of the subway 
contracts which the Interborough 
suceceded in entering into while 
the enormous outlay of money was in 
progress, amounts charged to “subway 
construction,’’. etc., are paid out of sub- 
way bonds issued by the railway com- 
pany. The interest: on these bonds, the 
contracts set forth, must be paid out 
cf the earnings of the new subways be- 
fore the city can receive any fmecome 
on the hundreds of millions it cast into 


the subway enterprise.

The National Association of Merchant 
Tailors of America, at the final session 
of their seventh annual convention to- 
day, defined the proportions of the tom- 
posite American, after considering the 
good pcints of the following types: Mil- 
itary, athletic, sedentary, corpulent. 

He—the ideal American of this period 
—should be: Aged 24 to 25 years; five 
feet eight inches. tall; weight 148% 
pounds; chest measure, 38 inches; waist, 
83% inches; hips, 39% inches; thigh, 21 
inches; calf, 14% inches. The head 
should measure one-eighth of the full 
lengtn of the body. Carriage should be 
normal, neither over-erect nor stooped. 
The legs should be straight, and the 
foot arched. The calf, upper arm at 
tension and neck should have approxi- 
mately the same measurement. Facial 


characteristics not considered, 
The tailors recommended the use 


of an abdominal’ suppressor, or cor- 
set, for men, especially for those of 
corpulent build, so that the tailor’s, 
work might be simplified and the 
wearer present a more symmetrical 
outline. 

A resolution was passed urging 
members of Congress, state legisla- 
tive bodies and municipal assemblies 
to be. “particularly careful to wear 
to public functions the attire pre- 
scribed for such occasions by the gen- 
erally acepted rules of corret dress, 
which rules may be ascertained from 
any reliable merchant tailor in our 
land.” 

The resolution states that meetings 
of such assemblies are formal and, 
therefore, business suits should not 
be worn. A copy of these resolutions 
will be sent to all assemblies in 
question, with the request that the 
clerks read the same at a regular 
session.

GROUND FOR PRIDE 


‘New Volume Asserts It Somé- 
times Is Wise or Expedient, 
but May Be Source of Shame. 


By Leased Wire From 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 1.—Theodore 


Roosevelt's latest book, 
Take Your Own Part,” which deals ex- 
clusively with our relation to the Euro- 
pean war and Mexico, will be published 
today. 

As the introductory note states, it cot:- 
sists mainly of matter contained in ar- 
ticles written for the Metropolitan Mag- 
azine in the last 14 months, with one or 
two speeches and public statements. 
Most of the new matter is embraced in 
the firgt chapter of 59 pages. 

Prefaced by “‘The Battle Hymn of the 
Republic,” the foreword explains: “In 
the few instances where what I spoke 
was in the nature of prophecy as to 
what might or would happen during the 
last year, the prophecy has been ful- 
filled. 

“The principles set forth in this book 
are simply the principles of true Amer- 
icanism within and without our ow. 
borders, the principles which according 
te my abilities I have practiced for the 
® years since, as a young man, I first 
began to take an active interest in 
American history and in American po- 
litical life.’’ 

Continues to Criticise President. 

The burden of Col. Roosevelt's writ: 
ings in the magazine articles have beer 
criticism of President Wilson’s course 
in handling the submarine and Mex:- 
can matters. In the first chapter—not 
to mention the others—of his book, he 
is just as critical. 

“Outside of our own borders,” ne 
writes, “‘we must treat other nations 4s 
we wotild wish to be treated in return, 
judging each in any given crisis as we 
ourselves ought to be judged—that is, 
by our conduct in that crisis. they 
do ill, we show that we fear God when 
we sternly bear testimony against them 
and oppose them in any way and to 
whatever extent needs require. If they 
do well, we must not wrong them our- 
selves. ' 

“Finally, if we are really devoted to a 
lofty ideal, we must, in so far as our 
strength permits, aid them if they are 
wronged by others. When we sit idly 
by while Belgium is being overwhelmed 
and rolline up our eyes, prattle with 
unctuous self-righteousness about “The 
duty of neutrality,” we show that we 
do not really fear God: on the contrary, 
we show an odious fear of the devil 
and a mean readiness to serve him. 

“But in addition to fearing God, ii is 
necessary that we should be able and 
ready to ’ ke our part. The man who 
cannot ‘il:e his own part is a nuisance 
in the community, a source of weakness, 
an encouragement to wrongdoers and 
an added burden to the men who wish to 
do what is right. 

‘Tf he cannot take his own part, then 
somebody else has to take it for him; 
and th's means that his weakness and 
cowardice and inefficiency place an add- 
ed burden on some othc man and make 
that man’s strength by just of so much 
less avail to the community as a whole. 

Weak Nations a Menace. 

“No man can take the part of anyone 
else unless he is able to take his own 
part. This is just as true of nations as 
of men. A nation that cannot take its 
own part is at times almost as fertile a 
source of mischief in the world at large 
as is a nation which does wrong to oth- 


: # fers, for its very existence puts a pre- 


mium on such wrongdoing. 

“Therefore a nation must fit itself to 
defend its honor and interest against 
outside aggression.” 

A man can be true to only one coun- 
try, Mr. Roosevelt says, for ‘“‘the man 
that loves other nations as much as he 
does his own, stands on a par with the 
man who loves other women as much as 
he does his own wife.”’ 

President Wilson’s “‘too proud to fight” 
utterance disturbs the Colonel. 

“This policy,” he writes, “made our 
great democratic commonwealth false to 
its duties and its ideals in a tremen- 
dous world crisis at the very time when, 
if properly led, it could have rendered an 
inestimable service to all mankind, and 
could have placed itself on a higher 
pinnacle of worthy achievement than 
ever before. 


“The average man does not like to 
face death and endure hardship and la- 
bor. He can be roused to do it if a 
leader of the right type, a Washington 
or Lincoln, appeals to the higher quali- 
ties, including the stern qualities, of 
his soul. But a leader, or at least a 
man who holds a leader’s place, earns 
praise and profit unworthily if he uses 
his gift of words to lull well-meaning

men to sleep, if he assures them that 
it is their duty to do the easy and self- 


fish things, and furnishes them high- 
‘sounding phrases with which to cover 


ignoble failure to perform hard and dis- 
agreeable duties. 
Calls Neutrality Unmoral. 

“As for neutrality, it is well to re- 
member that it is never moral, and may 
be a peculiarly mean and hideous form 
of immorality. It is in itself’ merely un- 
rroral; that is, neither moral nor im- 
moral; and at times it may be wise and 
expedient. But it is never anything of 
which to be proud; and it may be some- 
thing of which to be heartily ashamed.” 

Henry Ford is attacked severely for 
his pacificism, along with Dr. David 
Sate Jordan and Mr. Bryan.

The statement denies that ‘‘the men 
are not sincere in their demand for the 
shorter work day” or that they “want 
a Wage inc. sase rather than a time de- 
crease.” It also argued that any in- 
centive to délay railroad work so as to 
obtain overtime payment would be im- 
possible, pointing out that discipline i: 
adntinistered by the roads. 

Rates of pay in the Eastern territory 
were quoted at length to illustrate wage 
conditions, the statement saying in 
part: 


“The pay of train service employes, 
other than passenger, is based on 100 
miles or less, 10 hours or lesa. In the 
Eastern territory, for instance, the 
brakeman will receive the munificent 
sum of $2.67 for regular freight train 
service, out of which he must maintain 
his family at home and take care of 
himself at the other end of the run. The 
100-mile trip is what represents - one 
day’s work and means that at its ex- 
piration the man must lay away from 
home until he is dead-headed@ back or 
returned with a train. The conductors 
receive approximately one-third more 
than the brakemen. Wages are a trifle 
higher in the Southern and Western 
territories. 


‘ Pereent of Wages. 

““*Forty-five per cent of the earnings 
of the railway companies are paid in 
wages’ affords the opportunity to show 
the sum tota! of wages paid. What in- 
terests the railroad employe is not the 
bulk sum paid to all of the railway 
employes, but the individual amount 
that goes to each man. 


“That there is not so much justifica- 
tion for the contention of the railroads 
that the eight-hour day is impossible 1s 
proven by the fact that at present there 
are seven roads in the Southeastern, 
and one in the Western territery, that 
pay overtime on an 1i1l-miles-per-hour 
basis. Six roads in the Southern and 
two in the Western territory pay over- 
time on a 12-mile-per-hour basis. Eight 
in the Southeastern and five in the 
Western territory pay overtime on a 
12%%4-miles-per-hour basis. There is only 
one road in the United States of which 
we have knowledge that works more 
than the 10-hour work day.’’ 


The statement denies that the present 
demand “is based on ‘peak’ earning of 
the railways, due to the present boom 
in business. 

“It says further that the fact that 
roads in the hands of receivers had not 
cut wages should not be credited to the 
companies so situated but to the courts 
which have forbidden reductions. 


Favor Rate Increase. 

The brotherhoods deny emphatically 
that other employes should suffer reduc- 
tions to meet amy extra expense that 
the eight-hour day for trainmen might 
involve. The fact that dividends might 
.be reduced, they say, is “a matter with 
which we have nothing to do.” They 
argue that freight rates need not neces- 
sarily be increased because of shorter 
hours for employes, but say they favor 
such increases if the roads need the 
revenue. 

y A question whether roads “‘should cut 
down expenditures for so-called non- 
productive improvements” is something 
“entirely within the judgment of the 
companies,” according to the statement, 
which adds that a rail passenger sta- 
tion erected “in complying with public | 
demand” bears the same relation to the 
men’s wages “as so much watered 
stock.”” Questions relating to Govern- 
ment ownership and national regulation 
of railway wages are declared extran- 
eous to the issue.

Virginia Representative Declares 
Scheme Was to Instruct South- 
erners for the Justice. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—That Frank 
J. Hitchcock, Postmaster-General in 
President “-ft’s Cabinet, is the head 
and shoulders of a movement to pledge 
Southern Republican delegates to Asso- 
ciate Justice Hughes for President,. be- 
came known here when correspondence 
upon tho subject was made public by 
Cc. B. Slemp, the only Republican mem- 
ber from the State of Virginia. Inci- 
denta]ly, the Slemp letters disclose that 
the plan has the indorsement of Gov. 
Whitman of New York, who has .an- 
nounced his willingness to serve another 

term as Governor of that State. 


The part in the political game now 
being played by Mr. Hitchcock came to 
light in a letter written by S. Brown 
Allen of Staunton, Va., former United 
States Marshal and Postmaster of his 
town. Allen is a political opponent of 
the Slemp faction in Virginia. The Allen 
letter fell into the hands of a Slemp 
backer, who sent it on to Washington. 

Col, Roosevelt Considered. 

The, plan outlined® by Hitchcock and 
his friends in the South was to be cafr- 
ried out without antagonizing Col. 
/ Roosevelt, it being figured that either 
Justice Hughes or the former President 
would be the nominee at Chicago.

Reports on Many Subjects. 
Reports were submitted by sub-com- 
mittees dealing with problems of chem- 
istry and physics as applied to war- 
fare, internal combustion motors, elec- 
tricity, mines and torpedoes, subma-

The principal buildings pro- 
vided for in the scheme are the admin- 
istration, chemical and physical labora- 
tory, machine shop, erecting shop, forge 
building, foundry. pattern and carpenter 
building, sheet metal shop and power- 
house. ~The buildings range in heigit 
from two to four stories. The prelimi- 
nary cost of the proposed experimental 
station is placed at $1,500,000. When com- 
pleted in all details, the final cost will 
be between $4,000,000 and $5,000,000. 
What Laboratory Can Do, 
Mr. Edison said: ‘‘With such a labo- 
ratory in operation, it would be possi- 
ble to turn out a submarine in 60 days. 
I would put 300 men to work, each man 
making certain parts. In the old way 
it requires five months to build the en- 
gine, but by the method I have sug- 
wested, it could be set up in six days. 
“*T am told by an Admiral that it took 
a year to get a specially designed gun 
carriage which I 2m satisfied could ve 
built in 72 hours in the laboratory. 
“The new buildings will be equipped 
with universal tools, which can be ap- 
plied to all kinds of work.”’

ROLITE CASE 
TAKEN UP WITH 
AUSTRIA BYU, 


Accusations of Tank i s Cap- 
tain Against Submarine For- 
warded to Vienna. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—Secretary 
Lansing announced today that he had 
sent to the Austro-Hungarian Govern- 
ment, thorugh Ambassador Penfield, a 
dispatch asking for an investigation 
and an explanation of the attack. by ac 
Austrian submarine on the American 
tank steamer Petrolite. 

The Secretary said . published state- 
ments that” demands had been made 
upon the Vienna Government were “not 
true,” but demands 7 some sort might 
be made. 

The note sets 4 that, according to 
the accusations, the Petrolite was bound 
from Alexandria to Philadelphia, was 
flying the American flag and that her 
name and nationality were painted oy 
her sides in large white letters, but that 
while in the Mediterranean an Austrian 
submarine opened fire without giving 
any warning to stop. 

Capt. Thonfpson immediately went to 
the bridge of the Petrolite and stopped 
the ship, he declared, but the submarine 
continued firing and one man on the 
Petrolite was wounded. Finally the sub- 
marine came alongside and asked to 
buy some provisions. 

Capt. Thompson said he refused to sell 
any provisions, whereupon the Austrian 
commander veplied that he would take 
what he needed by force, if necessary. 
He then took off an American seaman 
and held him on the submarine as a 
hostage while his own men went aboard 
the Petrolite and helped themselves to 
her stores, according to Capt. Thomp- 
£0n’s complaint. 

The Petrolite is a tank steamer be- 
longing to the standard Oil Co. 

Novel questions are involved in the 
case. Warships under certain stress 
may take food from merchantmen if 
they give proper receipta or payment, 
but it is realized that if submarines are 
to be permitted to do so, every neutral 
ship might be made a base for their 
operations. 


ST. LOUISAN BACK FROM FRENCH 
TRENCHES ON 6-DAY FURLOUGH 


Pierre Chauds?yssen’s Leave Begins 
When He Reaches “Home,” but 
He Hasn’t Any “Home.” 
Pierre L. Chandeysson, president of 
the Pan-Electric Manufacturing Co., 
735 South Fourth street, a graduate 
of Washington University and former 
interne at the city hospital, finds him- 
self in a predicament today, folleow- 
ing his return to this city after 16 | 
months’ enforced service in the French 
army. He is free upon a furlough 
for six days. The six days do not 
include the time he requires travel- 
ing to and from his home, nor the day 

of his arrival or of his departure. 
As Chandeysson arrived yesterday, 
that day did not count upon his time 
of leave. As he has no present place 
of abode, he is not certain but what 
he is still traveling. His six days’ 
leave will begin with the day he pre- 
sents his furlough to be countersigned 
by the French Consu] here, and Chan-. 
deysson has not made up his mind 
definitely upon the subject of going 


will. 

Although Chandeyssgon received his 
first, second and final naturalisation 
papers in St. Louis, he fqund his citi. 
zenship useless to prevent his being 
called ywpon to serve in the French 
army when he was in Paris at the 
outbreak of the war. He was wound- 
ed in the French trenches, the top of 
his left thumb being blown off and 
his left foot injured by the explosion 
of a hand-thrown bomb from a Ger- 
man trench. He served as an inter- 
preter while behind the lines recover- 
ing from his injuries and was again 
in the trenches under heavy artillery 
fire when handed his six-day fur- 
lough.

Who May Use Buildings. 

Supt. Blewett today told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that each application 
would be acted upon as 
Buildings may be used by alumni or- 
ganizations, pupils’ organizations, schoo! 
patrons’ associations, parent-teachers’ 
associations and by .bodies which pur- 
pose to foster important civic enter- 
prises. In the past two schools have 
been used as polling places, and this use 
of the buildings will not be restricted. 

The ruling against social recreation In 


the schools, it said, will not apply to or- 
ganizations affiliated with the schools, 
which might desire to hold entertain- 
ments at which there would be dancing. 

The fear.that the school buildings 
might be closed entirely to such uses 
had been expressed by those active in 
the work of ‘developing the neighbor- 
hood uses of the school buildings because 
of the opinion given in Wecember by 
Robert Burkham, attorney fur the board 
Burkham had discovered the joker in 
the law passed by the last Legislature. 
The board, however, decided that it had 
the right to use the buildings in and out 
“of school hours for educational purposes, 
and concluded that their use by civic 
organizations was educational. 

New Rules Govern Meetings. 

Under the new rules advupted by the 
School Board, buildings will be open aft- 
ernoons and evenings for any activity 
which, in the judgment of the Superin- 
tendent of Instruction and the Building 
Commissioner, is educational in charac- 
ter. All fees for the use cf school build- 
ings are' abolished and ths rules made 
more definite on points which two years’ 
experience have shown to be uncertain. 
The organizations obtaining a permit to 
hold a meeting are now assured of the 
exclusive use of the rooms assignei. 
School buildings were first opened for 
public uses Dec. 1, 1914. In the follow- 
ing seven months there were 1320 meet- 
ings, which cost the board ,$3881 for 
heating, lighting and janitor service. 
Although the board has no figures 2%n 
the attendance at these meetings, the 
Civic League, which compiled figures on 
the attendance, estimated that during 
the first year about 125,000 persons use« 
the buildings outside «f school hours.
